Petition To Be Shown To 
Governors Of McGill For

That ibo returned student is not U) 
be discouraged yet In his flght for 
j recognition In re-eatabllshmcnt legis- 
latlon, was well giiown at an entbu* 
slasilc meeting heid last evening. He 
I Is determined to 'know why Canada 
with the smallest debt of any belli- 
gerent country, cannot extend to liini 
the aid given (o returned students in 
Great Britain. Australia, South Africa 
and'Newfoundland. . At present ho is 
waverlag between two opinions— whe- 
ther the neglect shown him is becausn 
of some hidden influence working 
against him to the detriment of futura 
Canada or whether ho is merely tho 
victim of a hapbazzard method of deal- 
ing with such vital interests as his 
cause represents. in cither case a 
show-down Is due in the near futtt^, 
This was ajl . brought out at the meet- 
ing. ,^ ^ 

After t|jo minutes wore read, .'Sè(èr«- 
tary .McKcrn reaU the constlt^jtïôi. 
j which ■was adopted after very little 
'alterution . The offklal name of lha 
association will be "The Rotuinel 
Undergraduatp Association of McGlll 
University." It provides for a mem- 
bership based on war-service, but does 
not exclude those who were unfortu- 
nate in not gcUing into a theatre of 
war. The purpose of the society is 
to furUier Uut Interest of all soldier- 
students relumed to civilian life. AH 
fUnd^i acquired are to be raised by 
levies per capita on the returned as- 
sociations of the various faculties, 

Tho treasiupr, ,M. OMcara, was au- 
thorized to carry .out all financial 
ttcallnss.with the bank. The news 
oljlfe^g^olntmént ot Mr. .McGrecr as 
èxccutlvo representative was received 
with appiauy. 

President Lcaroyd then explained 
the efforts that were being made to 
make tho country realize its responsi- 
bility' to' the returned students, A 
petition has been drawn up which pre- 
sents the case of the students in clear 
and co'ncl|!e tcrmB. It nsks for fur- 
ther co|isldcraypu of what already has 
becn-lMdSbejrore the government.' It 
draws attention to what has been done 
for students in countries which at'} 
more heiivlly liurduued with debt than 
Canada and one I'annot but >vondcr 
how It is that a student is donmod 
worthy of aid l>y tho Newfoundland 
govornmcot and not worth a thought 
in. Canada, even though the future of 
the country depends on men of his 
stamp, It draws attention to the fact 
that all Canadian students who en- 
listed In Imperial servicos, are given 
splendid opportunities of passing their 
studies -in any university; It it 
stated Jn plain, rational terms with

Sir Robert Falcoifer and even Tom 
mooro bad wiped away that attempt 
at cambunaifé af the' sltUng of the 
parllamoniary committee. Some o^cr 
excuse than "the "country can't afford 
it," or "Class-loglslatldn,' must bo 
used in tho future to explain why the 
student has been neglected In legis- 
lation. 

.Mr. Trefry in an impassioned speech 
decried any attempt to class this pe- 
tition as à "hold-iip* or savo.uring of 
"reddlsm." It was, he said framed 
by one of tho sanest minds in Canada.
